Ottawa dispatches report the prospect of the 
withdrawal from the railway bill now before the 
Senate of the provision which sets up an Arbitral 
Tribunal to settle differences which may arise be¬ 
tween the two major transportation systems. This 
provision was one of the key recommendations of 
the Duff Transportation Commission, and is de¬ 
signed to ensure co-operation between the Canadian 
Pacific and the Canadian National lines on a large 
and varied Number of matters. 

The section provides that the Arbitral Tribunal 
to which differences in relation to co-operative pro¬ 
posals shall be referred shall consist of three per¬ 
sons. one to be chosen by each company, with the 
chairman of the present Board of Railway Com¬ 
mission acting as chairman. No decision can be 
given by the tribunal unleu it has the approval of 
the chairman, who thus becomes the dominant factor 
of that body. This in him makes him the virtual 
dictator of the two systems in respect of those activi¬ 
ties which are covered by the powers vetted in the 
Arbitral Tribunal. 

The specific points involved in the co-operation 
between the Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na¬ 
tional companies required by the bill, concerning 
which the Arbitral Tribunal will have the determ¬ 
ining voice when disagreement over any of them 
shall arise, are: New companies controlled by stock 
ownership equitably apportioned between the com¬ 
panies: leases entrusting kj l |i i nents, or licenses, or 
agreements for the pooling and division‘'of earnings 
arising from the joint operation of any part or parts 
of freight or passenger traffic: joint trackage, run¬ 
ning rights, joint ownership, or joint operating agree¬ 
ments, depending upon the nature nf the property 
or services included m any co-operative plan: joint 
or national highway services, or highway and rail¬ 
way services, combined in any form. 

These provisions in many respects will involve 
fundamental railroad policy and affect the actual 
operation of each system, and to the extent to which 
they will operate, the Aibitral Tribunal, especially 
the chairman, who is a lawyer, not a railroad man. 
will be potentially the directorate of both railroads, 
especially in view of the fact that both will be 
obliged to co-operate in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the legislation. 

Rt. Hon. Ceoige P. Graham, who was Min¬ 
ister of Railways in the ministries of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Mr. Mackenzie King, criticized this 
section on the ground that it erects a body with dic¬ 
tatorial powers over the directorates of both trans¬ 
portation systems. He pointed out that while the 
Canadian National was the property of the Can¬ 
adian jxople and the government was the share¬ 
holder. the C.P.R. was a private utility with share¬ 
holders distributed all over the country and else¬ 
where who have appointed directors to operate their 
property. He thought the bill went too far in setting

Mr. W. E. Ditchhum, who has just passed 
away, played many parts m (he drama of Ids life 
and played all of them well. He waa telegrapher, 
printer, political organizer and public official and 
m every case showed exceptional zeal and effi¬ 
ciency. He was an indefatigable enthusiast for 
clean sport, and was well known in the early nine¬ 
ties as one of the best lacrosse playen in Canada. 
In fact, his interest in this game Urgely accounted 
for his residence on this-coast, and he will be re¬ 
membered by old-time sporting enthusiasts as one 
of the stalwarts of the Victoria team which de¬ 
veloped into one of the finest aggregations of stick- 
handlers in the Dominion. The newspaper world 
of the province will intimately remember him also 
as a member of thp printing staffs of The Times, 
The Colonist and The Vancouver Province. 

“ But psmting and athletics did not engross all 
of' Mr. Dttchbum t attention. He found >im» to 
interest himself in public affairs, and for a con¬ 
siderable period held a high place is the councils 
of the Liberal party in this city, eventually becom¬ 
ing president of the Victoria Liberal Association. 
Subsequently he became an officer of the Depart¬ 
ment of Indian Affairs, later being promoted to the 
post of inspector for Western British Columbia. 
The fact that notwithstanding his appointment by 
a Liberal government at Ottawa he continued to 
advance in the public service under a Conservative 
administration, in itself implies a tribute to the 
ability, industry and conscientiousness with which 
he discharged his duties. On the occasion of his 
retirement a short time ago he received from Ottawa 
a fine expression of the Canadian government's ap¬ 
preciation of his services. Mr. Ditchburn’s friends 
were legion. They will affectionately remember 
him for his kindly, buoyant and tolerant manner, 
the recollection of which will be his most enduring 
monument.

On June 1, 1931, the number of unemployed 
in Canada had reached the total of 471,668. 
This information wa. given to the House of Com- 
mon. the other day by Hon. H. H. Stevens. Min¬ 
ister of Trade and Commerce, knd it means that 
between June I, 1930. and the same date last 
year, th* amy of idle workers practically trebled 
itself. No official statement has been made of the 
number who are out of work at the present time.

Verbatim Report Lacks Alarm 
of Some Sensational Cabled 
Summaries 

Eksctly what Montagu Norman. 
Oqyarnor of tbs Bank of England, did 
■ay in his address to ths banker* at 
tbs Lord Mayor's Mansion House din¬ 
ner in London on October 10, has bean 
received hers by Robin Piers In ths 
verbatim report of The London Times. 
The complete text of the addrees. Mr. 
Fieri pointed out. yields a somewhat 
different meaning from the sensation¬ 
alised summary snd headline* carried 
by same mainland newspapers on ths 
report which wee not that of ths Cana¬ 
dian Press or Associated Frees. 

The Times of London quotes Mr. 
Norman as follows: 

•'I wish to put before you one or two 
thoughts to which I feel the mind of 
those who lira and move about this 
narrow city may dlroct themselvas. 

I They ora not questions for to-day or 
to-morrow or next week. They are 
Ultimate questions which eventually 
will -need consideration and action. 
There are many questions which may 
arise in the future and which it had 
better be decided by common consent 
among us. 

FROZEN CREDIT# 

"Obviously one of the greet things 
of which ws. speaking technically, 
wish to dispose of ere the fraaen credits 
throughout Europe. I think there Is 
nothing which impedes the business 
snd prospects of bankers to the same 
extent aa tboee. Row it la to be 
achieved I do not know; but I do be¬ 
lieve what X have been told, that trade 
u t il f ind Rs -way Ir s k s net an y d im e 
time over or round almost any Ur iff 
if It can be financed But If. tha 
bahkers' credit In" many countries is 
frosen up and the exchange oppor¬ 
tunities in those countries are not 
available, then trade with those coun¬ 
tries. as X have seen, u extremely dif¬ 
ficult. 

"There Is another point to which we 
ought to direct our attention. In the 
poet by tradition, by reason of our 
moans and ability, we were great 
leaders. Lending here waa practically 
Indlscrlmlnte It Was merely competi¬ 
tive. Can that continue with the 
same freedom ln the future? The time 
will come when great opportunities for 
investment, speculative business in¬ 
cluded will be offered ln several pieces, 
seat and west of here.

"Another point I wish to mention

The fight was to a finish, for the world 
heavyweight championship, and Fitzsimmons knocked Corbett out 
in the fourteenth ronnd of one of the most thrilling battles ever 
seen in a Queenabury ring. Dan Stewart, the promoter, had built 
a big pine arena, but the gate receipts were only about $22,000. 
And did not even cover the expenses. Promoting was a tough 

mere $22,000—for “the

O NE OP the very lew unfavorable review* re- 
celvod by Pearl Buck's "The Oood Earth" waa 
written for The New Republic by Younghill Kang, 
a Korean. In the current iasua of that critical 
weekly. Mrs. Buck'a latest novel is praised with 
"reservations by Ch'ao-ting Chi, a Chinese from the 
province of Shansi. Mr. Kang baaed hi* review on 
the traditional standard! of Confucianism; Mr. 
Chi la a Marxian, and it Is interesting to compare 
their conflicting judgments. % 

Thus. Mr. Kang asserts that the characters are 
falsified by the author's emphaHa on romantin 
love, which reduces "all Confuclan society to a 
laughable pandemonium." The hero could not 
possibly start out ss s peasant and end as a mem- 
bar of ths feudal nobility.

The characters, he 
aaye. ‘‘appear eo real to me that 1 cannot reals* 
the temptation to search for their prototypes 
emong my acquaintances at home." But although 
be believes that "Bona" ta a fine novel “and a not 
unworthy successor to The Good Barth’" he hae 
his own reservations to make; in her epic of the 
Chineae land.

T VO OP ths luckiest women of the eighteenth 
century were Anne, younger daughter of James, 
the Duke of York, and Sarah Churchill, first 
Duchess of Marlborough. These women were 
brought up together and loved each other with a 
deeper affection than that which binds together 
the hearts of sisters.

SARAH JENNINGS HAD GREAT LICK 

The surprising occurrences which paced her 
dearest friend on the throne were almost equally 
fortunate for Sarah Jennings. Ry the acc es sio n of 
Anne abe became second lady in England, the 
Keeper of the Frivy Purs*. Oroom of the Stole and 
Mistress of the' Robes, easily the mdet powerful 
person at court, able to reward her friends and to 
get even with her enemies. Her three offices 
brought in a total salary of U.9O0 a year. But 
'lucky as she was to be the early playmate and 
confidential friend of a princess who fell heir 
to the throne. Sarah Jennings was luckier still in 
winning the devoted love of Colonel Churchill, a 
handsome and clever office* who by reebon of hie 
personal charm and talent became renowned as 
William Ill's trusted commander-in-chief of the 
Dutch and English force# in the long struggle 
against tha armies of Louis XIV of France. Favor¬ 
ite of the Queen and wife of the celebrated Duke 
of Marlborough. Anne's Mistress of the Robes waa 
gifted not only with almost sovereign power, 
wealth and tha love and glory conferred upon her 
by her husband, but by two bleasngs worth all 
the rest, excellent health and a very long life. 
Born in 1660, the year of the Restoration, she 
lived in tha reigns of six monarch* Full of the 
seat of life down to the very last, she died in her

ANNE HAD A WARM. LOVING HEART 

And the long and fascinating story of this busy 
lift le told in "Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough." 
by Kathleen Campbell. In this biography we have 
fuller and more reliable Information about Queen 
Anne and the powerful Duchess than has fver 
been written. Mrs Campbell has done an im¬ 
mense amount of research, turning over count¬ 
less letters and family documents of the period 
and saturating her -’* in the family and political 
history of the Stuarts, and has written these pages 
with entire freedom from bias or prejudice. While 
she has not been blind to the faults of Anne and 
Sarah, she haa depicted them with a far kinder 
hand than Macaulay or even Profeasor Trevelyan. 
In "Blenheim." the last-named historian declares 
that Anne was not the slow thinker that Macaulay 
represents her aa being, but he does not deliver 
her from the accusation of dullness. In this 
volume, however, we get a new Interpretation of 
Anne's character and Intellect. She becomes very 
human, a real woman with a warm, loving heart, 
even if she waa capable of Stuart stubbornness.

Writing from Winch—ter, September 20 . 1064, she 
—ys: "Let me beg of you not to call me high ne¬ 
xt every word, but be — free with me — one 
friend ought to be with another And you can 
never give me any greater proof of your friendship 
than in telling me your mind freely in all thing * 
which I do beg of you to do." 

Mrs. Campbell points out that “Freeman" was 
Sarah's choice, "having, as she thought, some con¬ 
eonancy with her temperament, and Anne K *cs mv 
her faithful Morley.' The ladl—‘ husbands were 
included In thf fancy, and Mr. Morley and Mr. 
Freeman take their appointed place in .the cor¬ 
respondence."

Samuel Butler’s 
Erewhon” Republished 
in Everyman 


M UCH has been written during the 1—t three 
years about the part that unproved machin¬ 
ery haa played in creating pre— nt-day unemploy¬ 
ment But as far back as 1978. Samuel Butter, an 
English novelist, predicted that man would be 
ruined by his skill in constructing machines which 
would replace m a nua l lab—. This eraeular de¬ 
liverance is to be found in "Erewhon.” which has 
just been republished in the Everyman —ri—. In 
"Erewhon" (Nowhqrcj. the strange country which 
Butler pretends an Australian named Higgs dis¬ 
covered, the natives had acquired a high state of 
culture. Higgs found the ruins of railway stations 
and other evidene— of a time in the history of 
the country when mechanical development had 
b—n great Th# Erewhoniana, however, informed 
him that their lo—fathers had tarn up their rail¬ 
ways. had even destroyed their clocks and watch— 
becau— they —w that they were becoming mere 
parasites to their own machines. This seemed one 
of many wild id—s to tbo— who read this story 
when it was fir- published, but it do— not seem 
•o startling to-day. How modern this rounds: 
*How many men at this hour are living in a state 
of bondage to the maehln—? How many spend 
their whole lives, from the cradle ta the grave, in 
tending them by night and day? Ia it not plain 
that tha m a chine* era gaining p"vnf upon ua. 
when we reflect upon the increasing number of 
tho— who are bound down to them as Slav— and 
of tbo— who devote their whole souls to the ad¬ 
vancement of the mechanical kingdom?" We are 
now discarding certain maehln— in order to give 
men employment who would otherwise be idle. 
Is this the first step in imitation of the Erewhon- 
ten policy of destruction? It will be a long time, 
however, before Canadians will destroy locomotives 
and tear up railways.

They 
have the family name of Dipnoi, that la "double- 
breather*." and there are only three genera In 
existence to-day. Of these one is confined to 
South America, where it* single species is found in 
th* basin of the Amaaon and the Upper Paraguay 
living in the numerous swamps of these regions. 
During the rainy season it move* sluggishly shout 
the muddy bottoms, but with th* cessation of th* 
rain it begins to burrow in the soft mud. There 
it forma a cavity provided with a Ud and lined 
with mucus, and in this It ilea dormant when the 
mud of the dry swamp haa hardened. Like ail 
tha mud-fish, it is provided with a lung by the 
modification of its swim-bladder and is thus 
enabled to breathe air ih its underground cham¬ 
ber; in the water it also breathes *t th* surface 


exist under condition* that would mean death to 
other fish, such aa a high degree of Impurity in 
the water from rotting vegetable matter or ex- 
oeealv* mud. but “unlike the other mud-fishes, it 
seems incapable of living entirely out of the water. 

Tha existence of theta curious fish In places 
so far apart la one of the very numerous ecological 
arguments for the existence at aome tlm* In the 
paat of geographical connecting link* between the 
continents of South America. Africa and Australia. 
But what th* nature of the links may have been 
is a disputed point. Some think—it is aa yet the 
more general view—that these three land-masses 
are only portions of a vaster land-mass th* inter¬ 
mediate portions of which have sunk beneath the 
sea; other* again, following Wegener, believe that 
the three with India were originally on* and have 
broken and drifted asunder to their present places. 
The ancient continent ha* been named Oond- 
wanaland after on* of the provinces of Central 
India. Similarly th* old land-bridge between 
Alaska and Siberia has. bean called Bering la. after 
Bering Strait. Aa X have pointed out before, on* 
of th* principal aoologlcal arguments for tha 
former union of th* land-, at this point, whether 
by a now sunken area or by their drifting apart, 
is the existence of the little family of the Dalltldae 
with its single species. Dallla pec tore 11s, ths Alaska 
blackflah. also of an ancient type. 'Pius these 
eccentric fish of the Arctic north and of the 
Tropic* with their respective responses to extreme 
oold end to extreme drouth, to shallow water* 
and saturated morn and to pools often fouled 
with mud and poor in oxygen, occupy a place In 
our conceptions of the world's history and Ufa 
quite out of proportion to their number* or their 


Siberia, but also on the large island of St. Law¬ 
rence. nearly 100 miles lohg. which belongs to 
Alaska but la actually much nearer the Asiatic 
coast. Now th* occurrence of this fresh-water 
fish on an Island 130 miles from one mainland 
and forty-five from th* other, as weU as on the 
opposite sides of the Bering Strait, suggest that 
the blackflah is a relic of days when Bering Strait 
did not exist and the continent* of Asia and North 
America war* united by a land-bridge. Across 
this land-bridge cam* a great company of animals 
from Eurasia to form on this continent a settle¬ 
ment as important in ita way as that of the 
Asiatic tribe* who later c&ssed the Strait to be¬ 
come our Indian population or of the Europeans 
who ventured over the Atlantic. Lea* mathe¬ 
matically precise in number and order than-the 
animals who enure the legendary ark of Noah, 
thee* tmmigranu from the northwest were a 
strange and motley crew. In middle Tertiary 
time* came the furious four-tusked mastodon and 
the short-tusked rhinoceros the sabre-toothed 
tiger and other repres e ntatives of the family of 
cat*, and tha ancestors of Canada's national totem, 
the beaver. Antelope# and primitive short-faced 
bears followed. Finally cam* the true bears who 
are still with us and the Siberian wooly mammoth 
whoa# teeth and tusks occasionally turn up In our 
gravel-piU and llxa places. 

During the last glacial period Alaska waa very 
largely free from th* ice-cap that covered other 
pans of northern North America, and this seems 
to have been true of the Arctic islands and of the 
whole region about Bering Strait. It is therefor* 
easy-to- understand bow the blackflah. doubtless 
widespread formerly across jhe northern portions

With the aoquislUon of this remarkably interest¬ 
ing as well as valuable corner of North America 
scientists as well a* men of affairs began to turn 
their attention to lu resources and natural his¬ 
tory. Thu* th* study of it* fishes was early 
taken up. and in a publication of th* United 
States National Museum In 1073 a description Is 
given of on* of th* curious fishes of th* world. 
It I* popularly known a* th* Alaska blackflah. but 
scientifically as Dallla pertorall*. Th* native 
tribe* of blacks along th* e**t*rn lowland* be¬ 
tween th* hill* and th* shore* of th* Bering Sea 
have long umd this fish as their principal food. 
It is found in th* little shallow streams of tbs 
tundra, in the innumerable ponds with their small 
depth and their abundant mom and sedge, and In 
the sphagnum of th* hog* and muskeg*, where 
there >* always water, if no more than will keep 
the skin of th* fish moist. At times th* con¬ 
necting streams are completely blocked by the 
numbers of fish that gather In them and the 
ponds present the spectacle of a wriggling mass 
of life, Tho natives catch them with trap*, 
chiefly at th# end of the brief Arctic summer, and 
the fish are then carried away la b a sk ets end 
placed on stand* beyond th* reach of th* village 
dogs There they soon frees* and are In per¬ 
manent oold storage until ths spring or the ceok 
thaws themjMit. 

not only in Alaska Is the blackflah found 
Across the Bering Sea in Siberia la th* peninsula 
of Chukchi, and on It* northern shore I* a fresh- 
water lagoon near YlnreUen. Here Baron Nor- 
denskjold of the Vega wintered in lilt and firm 
made his acquaintance with tha Alaska blackflah 
He says: “in the fresh-water lagoon at Ylnretlen 
we caught by hundreds *» sort of fish altogether 
new to u*. of a type which we should rather have 
rxpeoted to find In th* marshes of .the Equatorial 
regions than up here tn the north. The fish were 
transported In a dog sledge to th* vessel, where 
part of them were placed la spirit* for th* 
loologtots and the r**t fried, not without a pro¬ 
test from our old cook, who thought that th*
